Hospitals Crisis | 
Major Battle Field

For the first time in history the 167,000 
residents of the capital region will join next 
month in deciding a common problem by 
ballot — the crisis in district hospitals. 


From Sooke to Sidney, from Oak Bay to Lang- 
ford, in organized and unorganized areas on Dec. 11; 
property owners are being asked to speak as one com- 
munity with one voice, 

It will be the first test of the theory that work- 
ing together they can accomplish what they have 
been unable to do efficiently, working independently. 

So far they've failed to provide hospital accom- 
modation to cope with a lower Island population that 
is adding 15,000 people—as many people as there are 
in Nanaimo—each year.

Struck 
Suddenly 


NASSAU, Bahamas (AP) 
— The holiday cruise ship 
Yarmouth Castle burned 
from bow to stern and sank 
in the Atlantic Ocean today 
and it was feared 84 of her 
550 passengers and crew 
were carried to the bottom. 

The cause of the fire was 
not known. The U.S. Coast 
Guard said disaster struck 
so suddenly the Yarmouth 
Castle, built in 1927 for 
Nova Scotia service, went 
to her death in 285 fath- 
oms without sending a dis- 
tress call. 

Two vessels, the cruise ship 
Bahama Star and the Finnish 
motorship Finnpulp, reached 
the scene 110 miles east of 
Miami, Fla., shortly after the 
blaze broke out. But when the 
rescue operation ended, only 
466 persons had been found. 

The ship's passenger list indi- 
cated at least 15 Canadians had 
been aboard, There were none 
from B.C.

RE ARE SOME DISTURB- 
ing implications in an address 
delivered by Dr. George Haythorne, 
federal deputy minister of labor, at 
Queen’s University regarding the 
pressures in Canada to speed up 
introduction of manpower - saving 
technology. 


Dr. Haythorne said that  tech- 
nological change in this country’s 
industry will probably set in more 
quickly in this decade than in the 
previous one and that the number 
of computers in use in Canada had 
already increased 10-fold in the past 
five years compared with the last 
five years of the 1950s. Further- 
more, the trend to computerized 
operations has gathered most of its 


momentum in recent months—there  - 


was an addition of 170 computers 
between January and June of this 
year with another 70 on order. 


The need for technological im- 
provement of Canadian industry 
cannot be denied and, Dr. Hay- 
thorne noted, there is still a long 
way to go before the advance 
reaches a level comparable to the 
United States. At present, for in- 
stance, the U.S: has about 30 times 
more computers in operation than 
Canada although the population is. 
only about 10 times as large. 

A paper prepared by the Eco- 
nomic Council of Canada illustrates

EVERYWHERE you drive along the 
roads you ean find a fascinating 
tree that has many different

these blotched marks and you will find 
minute lichens growing. 


Do you know that this tree makes its 
flower catkins and cone-shaped nut dur- 
ing the year previous to flowering? 

The catkins hang in clusters from the 
end of the twigs. In the spring when they 
burst into flower—the blooms are made 
up of many florets and are yellow in 
color—the flowers appear before the 
leaves.

In consequence, the United States’ 
real problem is not how to keep Red 
China out of the United Nations, Arthur 
Goldberg was in effect arguing a case 
which his Red Chinese opponents had 
already won for him. Polemics are not 
statesmanship, and our real problem 
and that of the great majority of the 
loyal supporters of the United Nations 
is how the abyss between Red China 
and the rest of mankind is to be bridged, 
how the alienation of the Mainland Chi- 
nese is to be overcome, how China is to 
be brought into the universal society.

The Deadlock Over Taiwan Will Not Last Forever 


The real pre-condition ig the old one 
—that Peking must not only be given 
the seats in the U.N. organization now 
occupied by Taiwan, but that Taiwan 
must also be expelled from the United 
Nations. 

The United States cannot honorably 
agree to this demand or even tacitly 
assent to it. Not all countries are in 
honor bound as is the United States, but 
it is a virtual certainty that enough 
members will join us in refusing to de- 
prive Taiwan—a state which has 11 mil- 
lion people in it—of representation in the 
United Nations. Those who will refuse to 
expel Taiwan will be enough, it appears, 
to deny the two-thirds vote it would take 
to expel Taiwan. 

“Tt-is not c@rtain that this deadlock 
over Taiwan will last forever, or even 
fag beyond the lifetime of Chiang Kai- 
shek.. The magnetic attraction of China 
on Taiwan will be strong, and eventually 
a political deal reunifying the two. Chinas 
is a distinct possibility. 

Since that is only a future eventuality, 
the only hope in the near future for an 
agreed solution is for the United Nations 
to recognize Peking as China and to rec 
ognize Taiwan as Taiwan. This is not 
precisely what has been ealled in the 
past ‘the two-China” solution. For there 
would be only one China. 


But the solution would recognize the 
independence of Taiwan which, as a 
matter of fact, has not been under the 
rule of the Chinese Mainland since 1895, 
It would amount to treating Taiwan, 
which was conquered and colonized by 
the Chinese from Fukien in the 17th cen- 
tury, as so many pther former colonies, 
now independent U.N, members, have 
been treated, 

To back the Independence of Taiwan 
is to arouse the opposition not only of 
Peking but of Chiang Kai-shek as well, 
But in principle an independent Taiwan, 
neutralized under a U.N. guarantee, 
would be in the spirit of the age, If in 
the end Peking were to accept it, it 
would not only solve the problem at the 
United Nations, but it might well be a 
decisive step toward peaceable co-exis- 
tence in Asia. 

It is, of course, not easy to believe 
that such a rational and civilized accom- 
modation will be reached. It requires an 
act of faith to make such a formula an 
objective of policy. But if there gather 
behind the idea the preponderant ma- 
jority of the United Nations, we can 
at least say that no one who joins this 
majority will ever need to feel ashamed 
that he has done so.

After weeks of threats and 
half - hearted negotiations 
Prime Minister Ian Smith of 
Rhodesia took action—a uni-

lateral declaration of in- 
dependence from Britain— 
that could lead to a long- 
dreaded race: war in Africa. 

The declaration was no sur- 
prise, but it did come sud- 
denly after British Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson had 
apparently won more time in 
which to continue negotiations. 

At their last meeting in the 
Rhodesian capital of Salisbury 
Smith and Wilson had agreed 
to set up a joint commission 
inquiry to study a proposed 
constitution for independence. 

This plan soon collapsed 
when the two leaders failed to 
agree on the makeup and 
terms of reference of the com- 
mission. They were also 
divided on the question of how 
to conduct a plebiscite on in- 
dependence among Rhodesia’'s 
4,000,000 Africans and 220,000 
whites, 

Smith and his white settler 
followers steadfastly refuse to 
admit the principle of ‘‘one 
man, one vote” which would 
result im Negro rule for 
Rhodesia. 

Confronted with her first 
“rebellion’’ since the Ameri- 
can Declaration of In- 
dependence in 1776, Britain 
moved firmly, but cautiously. 


Despite a United Nations 
General Assembly resolution 
calling on Britain to use force 
if necessary to crush the 
settlers, Wilson held to a 
strictly legal and constitu- 
tional position, 

He suspended the Rhodesian 
constitution, formally ousted 
Smith and his cabinet from 
office and placed Governor 
Sir Humphrey Gibbs in tech- 
nical control of the colony. 

This step was unlikely to 
daunt Smith, who holds a 
tight rein on Rhodesia’s strong 
police and, military forces. 

To bring real pressure on 
the rebel regime, Britain will 
rely for the time being on 
economic and diplomatic sanc- 
tions. The first step was to 
cut off Commonwealth and 
other trade preferences and 
oust Rhodesia from the 
sterling bloc. 

In addition, shipments of all 


strategic goods, including 
arms, will be banned and 
British purchases of Rho- 


desian tobacco and sugar— 
mainstays of her economy— 
are to be cut off. 

British credits to Rhodesian 
industry will stop and Rho- 
desian assets in the United 
Kingdom are frozen. 

Canada and the U.S., ex- 
pressing strong disapproval 
of. Smith’s action, quickly 
joined Britain in the eco- 
nomic boycott and other na- 
tions indicated they will follow 
suit. 

Rhodesia’s only ally ap- 
peared to be neighboring 
South Africa, where a sym-

SAIGON — It finally hap- 
pened—there are more Ameri- 
can generals and admirals 
serving here than South Viet- 
namese ones. 

There are 39 U.S. officers 
of general or admiral rank in 
South Viet Nam, compared 
with 36 Vietnamese senior 
officers. 

Thirty-seven of the Ameri- 
cans serve in a direct military 
capacity with 154,000 troops 
here. The U.S. Air Force’s 
Maj.-Gen. James W. Hum- 
phreys Jr. heads the U.S. 
Operations Mission public 
health program and the 
army’s Brig.-Gen. John F. 
Freund works in psychological 
warfare.

Only 33 Vietnamese generals 
are active in the military 
sense with the nation’s 550,000 
regular and paramilitary 
forces, not including the 55,000 
armed national police directed 
by a colonel. 

Major Generals Nguyen Van 
Thieu, Pham Xuan Chieu and 
Nguyen Huu Co are serving 
respectively as chairman and 
secretary - general of ruling 
military directory and minis- 
ter of war and reconstruction.

THAT BENNETT CAMPAIGN: 


Monday's federal election 
results could spawn a pro 
vincial election next year in 
early summer or fall. 

Premier Bennett was 
known to be sniffing the 
British Columbia breeze like 
a politician straining at the 
traces before the national 
vote, and the results may 
make him ‘take the leap." 

He campaigned vigorously 
throughout the province in 
the federal battle, as is his 
wont. But this time he 
talked only of his own ad- 
ministration’s programs and 
how good they had been for 
the voters. 

Gone was the usual flam- 
buoyatit but thoroughly seri- 
ous effort to increase Social 
Credit strength in Ottawa. 
He seemed more intent on 
preventing erosion of his 
provincial base than on ex- 
pansion of his federal beach- 
head as the patron of Real 
Caouette. 

The trip appeared more of 
a stately tour through every 
corner of B.C. with speeches 
spread two or three days 
apart, giving him an oppor- 
tunity to raise his 
through all the federal din 
with a shout of “remember 
me.” 

Between speeches he cock- 
ed his ear to detect any ans- 
wering response from _ the 
electorate —-and later ing - 
cated he was happy with 
what he had heard. He con- 
sistently outdrew federal 
campaigners during his elec- 
tioneering. 


‘Mainstreeting’ 


Perhaps more important, 
he made use of the time be- 
tween speeches to “ main- 
street” as he did in one fam- 
ous trip on his own before 
¢alling the 1963 provincial 
election. This recent common- 
man pulse-taking also was 
doné alone and with the per- 
fect cover of a federal cam- 
paign to mask it. 

But probably the most im- 
portant factor in the aftermath 
of Nov. 8: although the Socreds 
did not go anywhere federally 
in this province, their popular 
vote went up by 27,000 votes 
and four percentage points. 

Granted the NDP popular 
vote also went up by two per 
centage points as they cained 
from the Liberals and Con- 
servatives; in a provincial 
election it is almost certain 
that the old-line parties again 
will desert their standard- 
bearers to rally around the 
Socreds rather than see a 
socialist government. The Lib- 
erals slipped two per cent and 
the Tories plummeted four 
points. 

Provincially - speaking, the 
worst that could have hap- 
pened Nov. 8 in the Bennett 
view would have been an up- 
surge of Liberal and/or Con- 
servative appeal.

national government—to his 
own province if he should 
refuse to follow through 
with actual take-overs. 

But taking them over 
would be bad strategy, over- 
extending the  province’s 
commitments at a time when 
the premier is concentrating 


on power and industrial de- 


“ velopment in the north. It 
would be poor tactics to thus 
eut off a highly lucrative 
source of campaign funds. 
Also, in the coming federal- 
provincial talks on a new 
splitting.up of the taxation 
pie, Mr. Bennett's strident de- 
mands for more provincial 
powers and the NDP’s oft- 
repeated demands that the 


—eentral-government’s powers 


be protected if not augment- 
ed are bound to collide. 

The shock waves could 
easily undermine confidence 
in ‘the Socred government 
here, giving Mr. Bennett's 
growing reputation as the 
only real separatist in Can- 
ada. It will take a strong po- 
litical house with solid foun- 
dations. to withstand such 
tremors. 


What better preparation 
could Mr. Bennett make than 
to shore up his mansion with 
a fresh batch of extra-strong 
cement cast for hin at the 
polls? 

Next year, and the sooner 
the better, seems to be the 
ripe time for an election. 


Everything Going 

Mr. Bennett will have every- 
thing going for him then. Re- 
distribution of .seats, on his 
terms in the final analysis, 
probably’ will be ‘completed 
during the coming session. 
The switch-over from ‘“‘net’’ 
to. ‘“‘gross’’ budget reporting— 
taking into account the fed- 
eral grants spent by the prov- 
inces — automatically will in- 
flate his budget from $450 mil- 
lion last year to more than 
$600 million, and many an un- 
sophisticated voter will never 
realize it’s just a bookkeeping 
change. 

But the biggest ‘‘go in '66" 
sign of all still remains the 
Nov. 8 vote count. With So- 
cial Credit reeling everywhere 
else across the country, the 
party was able to rack up an 
increase of support in B,C. 
and only Mr. Bennett can be 
credited for this. 

The people did remember 
him and he’s not likely to 
__ forget that.

Behind Scenes 


Other countries, behind the 
seenes, were quietly consider- 
ing a twoChinas solution. 
Canada and New Zealand toy- 
ed with the idea of attempt- 
ing a formal public move in 
that direction. 

The project is, however, ex- 
tremely difficult to get off 
the ground. All-out supporters 
of Peking refuse to touch it, 
since it is an anathema to 
Red China—and a major ob- 


jective, from their point of 
view, is to curry favor in 
Peking. 


Supporters of Nationalist 
China are also wary of the 
plan, in part for a parallel 
reason—that the idea outrages 
Taipeh—and in part because 
they are unsure of the timing. 
To move too soon, and be de- 
feated, would compromise 
whatever prospect there may 
be of trying and succeeding at 
the right moment. 

But what would the right 
moment be? When Red China 
becomes persuaded it cannot 
replace Taipeh? That time 
may never come; indeed, it 
may not be true. The United 
States’ voting strength has 
been eroding steadily in recent 
years, 

When the United States is 
about to lose? Whether the 
United States. could still mus- 


that 


ter enough votes to force a 
compromise under those con- 
ditions is problematical. Per- 
haps it could. 

At any rate, obtaining a two- 
thirds majority in the UN Gen- 


_eral Assembly for two Chinas 


or one China and ane For- 
mosa—would not be the same 
thing as getting them both 
seated. 

Each China insists it would 
have no part of it; each claims 
that China and Formosa (or 
(Taiwan) form one indivis- 
ible whole. 

Neither was prepared to 
accept dual recognition from 
France. Neither would be pre- 
pared to sit in the same UN 
with the other — or so they 
say. 

The best guess is that what- 
ever Peking would do, no gov- 
ernment in Taipeh consisting 
of refugees from the mainland 
would ever accept designation 
as the government of For- 
mosa. Perhaps their succes- 
sors would. 

If the seat labelled ‘'For- 
mosa’"’ (or “Taiwan'’) re- 
mained legally available, even 
though empty, much of the 
bedrock American purpose 
would-be served. 


Deny Bases 


The object of the whole 
exercise — the military and 
diplomatic protection of For- 
mosa — is to deny the sub- 
marine and air bases of that 
islan dto the Red Chinese. 

Sheer military force could 
theoretically accomplish that 
result regardless of Formosa’s 
legal status. But it is incom- 
parably more difficult, as ex- 
perience in Viet Nam has 
shown, to defend a territory 
not generally recognized as an 
independent entity with the 
right to be maintained as 
such. 

Existence of a UN seat 
labeled ‘‘Formosa" would con- 
stitute such recognition. It 
would therefore be a com- 
modity of considerable value 
to the United States, even if 
the seat were not occupied. 

If Red China chose to use 
her seat, a new channel of 
multilateral contact with Pe- 
king—including possible con- 
tact on Viet Nam—would have 
been opened up. Finally, the 
domestic political embarrass- 
ment depriving from Peking's 
entry—fear of which has 
haunted every administration 
since 1949—would be mini- 
mized. 

Two Chinas has much to 
recommend it. The problem 
is to bring it off.

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The Blank Cheque 
And How It Bounced

OTTAWA—"As you were!’’ the army ser- 
geant's order, has been given to Lester Pearson 
by the Canadian people. The majority he 
sought was denied and the traditional official 
alternative. was decreed to 
be acceptable. 

The prime minister and 
his advisers must look upon 
the verdict as a rebuke. 
There wasn't any constitu- 
tional requirement for this 
election. It was called by 
the leader of the Liberals 
for one purpose only—to get 
a majority. 

By denying the majority 
but leaving him with the re- 
sponsibility, Canadians have told Mr. Pearson 
to declare his purposes, to say what he intends 
to do. 

Not so long ago all of this was elementary. 
Government and opposition parties always 
thought it necessary to seek a ‘‘mandate’’ from 
the people. They would spell out their pro- 
posed policies, their general philosophies, and 
say, “If you elect us, that will be our mandate 
and we will put these ideas into effect.” 

In 1965 the smooth, American-style Liberal 
machine decided to take a new line. They 
asked for a blank cheque. The fact that they 
did not get it may become a kind of turning 
point in Canadian history. 


* * * 


But first of all, let us look at what Cana- 
dians said to Mr. Diefenbaker. Disenchanted 
as they were with their Liberal government, 
unwilling as they were to trust it with a major- 
ity in the Commons, they were even more un- 
willing to place their future in Mr. Diefen- 
baker’s hands. - 

The ‘unction of an opposition is to do more 
than oppose; it must be an alternative. Still, 
although there is no reason for them to be ‘de- 
spondent, the Conservatives are not the 
eagerly-awaited alternative. In sum, Canadi- 
ans are unhappily unwilling to trust either of 
the old parties very choroughly.

He has a majority 
for all of these in the 21 members of the NDP.

Problems Analyzed 


“SEXUAL LIFE AFTER 
SIXTY” by Isadore Rubin. 
General Publishing Co. Ltd. 
1965, 235 pages. References, 
Notes and Index. $6.95.

This book is an attempt to 
demolish many misconcep- 
tions which, in the author's 
opinion, hinders a healthy ex- 
pression of sexuality in the

The time-bombs are blooming again in the province of 
Quebec and a timely book has arrived here in translation 
which helps the English-speaking half understand a little 
better the minds of those separatists who plant the deadly 
packets. 

The book, entitled Ethel and the Terrorists, was written 
by Claude Jasmin and published last year in French. With 
the help of a Canada Council grant, it has been ably trans- 
lated’ by David S, Walker and now appears in English under 
the impriment of Harvest House Ltd. 

This book is a work of fiction, not a social worker’s 
analysis of the motives that drive the FLQ members in their 
attempts to.destroy a past, and it is very readable fiction too, 

So readable, that the above reminder is needed to prevent 
one from drawing conclusions as though the book was a 
statement of facts. 

The story is believable largely because of the author's 
style. 


* * * 


Told in the first person by a youth who is making his 
getaway from Montreal after planting one of the bombs, the 
narrative is rendered in nervous twitches, jumping from 
present to past, silent thought to spoken word much in the 
manner one would expect from a fugitive. It’s not exactly 
stream of consciousness because there is nothing of even 
the weird logic that the undisturbed flow of thought produces. 

The hero is totally illogical, but entirely human and 
young.

Film Makes Grade

NEW YORK (AP)—Mary 
McCarthy's best-selling novel 
The Group treated the sex 
lives of eight (Vassar) gradu- 
ates with startling explicit- 
ness.

I blush to confess, as a Vic- 
torian born and bred, that I 
have an undying passion for 
Vancouver, So it was with 
alacrity that I seized on two 
good excuses to go there this 
week, 

One was the advent of a dis- 
tinguished symphony orches- 
tra, the other the production 
of a great classic of Russian 
literature. 

On Tuesday the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic played at the 
Queen Elizabeth. Their con- 
ductor is the glamorous Par- 
see, Zubin Mehta, son of Mehli 
Mehta, conductor of the Bom- 
bay Symphony Orchestra. 

An exotic star in the realm 
of international music, 29- 
year-old Mehta commutes be- 
tween California and Quebec, 
where he is also conductor of 
the Montreal Symphony. 

He is the youngest person 
ever to have directed the 
Berlin Philharmonic and the 
Vienna Philharmonic. 
ALLOWS SCOPE 

He conducts with remark- 
able economy of movement, 
at times he is almost motion- 
less. He allows the players 
considerable scope within the 
limits of the music, 

« The program was one 
chosen to display the tech- 
nique of the huge 104-member 
orchestra. First came Ameri- 
can Samuel Barber's ballet, 
Medea's Meditation and 
Dance of Vengeance 
. I don't know when I have 
ne so excited by discords.

In complete antithesis was 
Mozart's Concertante for 
Oboe, Clarinet, Horn and Bas- 
goon.

This was partly due to the 
excellent program notes, 
which one was able to read as 
the lights were left dimly on. 
This civilized custom, em- 
braced by most great orches- 
tras, where listeners often 
come with their scores, would 
be worth trying, to my mind, 
here in Victoria.

The next night at Turgenev's 
A Month in the Country, I 
stumbled on the best thing I 
have seen-in months and 
months of intensive theatre- 
going. 

This was the play chosen to 
open the new super-modern 
Guildford Theatre in England 
this summer, It has since 
moved to the West End, star- 
ring Ingrid Bergman and Mi- 
chael Redgrave. 

The Vancouver Playhouse 
production has many virtues, 
but the most outstanding one 
is style.

Written in 1850, with its 
subtle probing of personality 
and love, A Month in the Coun- 
try seems as new as today.

HONG KONG—Setting aside 
for the moment’ such distress- 
ing topics as politics, wars, 
attempted military coups and 
the perpetual feuding and 
bickering that keeps Asia in 
a constant state of bedlam, 
let us consider a more pleas- 
ant subject. 

Let us consider the delights 
of travelling in this delightful, 
often perplexing, sometimes 
mysterious, slightly crazy, 
but always.fascinating part of 
the world, 

Despite certain drawbacks 
and hindrances—such as wars, 
riots, floods. and  voleanic 
eduptions-and the occasional 
inconvenience — such as food 
poisoning, cockroaches, rats 
in your toilet bowl and over- 
zealous immigration officers 
—travelling in these parts can 
be as interesting and reward- 
ing as im any part of the 
world. 

But first, before you hip- 
pety-hop down to the travel 
agent's shop with your money 
clutched in one hot little hand 
and your tourist guide in the 
other, let’s get one point 
straight. 

And that is, simply: Hong 
Kong is not in Viet Nam. 


Americans Worst 

Ridiculous though it may 
sound, it is a fact that many 
tourists—and Americans are 
the worst offenders—are con- 
vinced that Hong Kong is 
either in Viet Nam or is at 
least close enough to expose 
the visitor to Viet Cong mor- 
tar attacks or assaults by 
napalm and white phosphor- 
ous bombs. 

And, since most travellers 
are generally tied down to a 
fairly rigid schedule, the an- 
swer appears to be: by air. 

With so many airlines flying 
Far Eastern routes (no less 
than i8 lines regularly fly in 
and out of Hong Kong's inter- 
national airport, for example) 
getting from any point in the 
Orient to any other is no prob- 
lem. 


Air Fares Higher 


But flying does present one 
of the largest stumbling blocks 
to travel in the Far East when 
we discover that air fares in 
this part of the worid are, by 
comparison, a great deal high- 
er than flights of similar dis- 
tance made in North Amer-) 
ica, the North Atlantic run or) 
in Europe.

Now, what money to take? | 

The answer to this is simple: |

change rate in such countries 
as Viet Nam.,. Laos and Indo- 
nesia. 

Where to stay? 

Hotels generally are plenti- 
ful and comfortabie -through- | 
out the Far East, although— 
particularly in the tourist sea- 
sons — advance reservations 
are advisable. 

Prices range from reason- 
able in Japan, Hong Kong, 
Manila, Malaysia and Thai-| 
land to expensive in Viet Nam 
to outrageous in Indonesia 
where, in the capital of Dja- 
karta, the government herds 
all visitors into the palatial) 
Hotel Indonesia and then in- 
sists that payment be made 
only in foreign currency—at 
a minimum rate of 16 Ameri- 
can dollars a night for a single 
room.

It is rather a 
floating factory; each unit 
splendidly designed and 
equipped for its job. 

Not only does it catch fish 
in nets it trails over the sea 
bottom or in the middle 
depths. It also processes them 
on board; and when its units 
land their impressive tonnage 
in a Soviet port, the take will 
go directly to the market as 
quick-frozen whole fish, fillets, 
and fish meal. 


OR 


Three classes of vessels 
make up the catching and pro- 
cessing machine. Most numer- 
ous are side-trawlers of two 
classes, the first 120 feet long 
and the other about 170 feet 

Accompanying these are a 
number of ships in excess of 
200 feet and 4,000 tons, These 
are craft of Russia's stern- 
trawling ‘“Pushkin" type .. . 
named euphemistically for a 
czarist poet, and close kin 
to Britain’s “Fairtry"” factory 
ships. 

In total, they are helping 
make good Russia’s boast that 
she will put a modern fishing 
fleet in every ocean of the 
world, 

With this program, she’s 
pushing right along. Britain, 
the United States and Canada 
are lugging well astern. The 
closest competitor is Japan. 

When we in British Colum- 
‘bia think of salt water fish, 
our thoughts jump at once to 
salmon, The Russians in 
Queen Charlotte Sound aren't 
after salmon, though, and any 
they catch must be regarded 
as strays. 

The trawls with which they 
harvest the sea floor are 
meant for bottom-dwelling 
fish, chief among which is a 
larger cousin of the ‘‘shiners’’ 
that hang around the bar- 
nacled piles of our old 
whorves, 

The ocean perch which has 
lured so formidable a Soviet 
array within our island-lines 
is a little fellow rarely exceed- 
ing five pounds in weight. In 
a relatively narrow offshore 
strip of hundred-fathom depth, 
he feeds and swims in tre- 
mendous schools. 


Salmon -rich as we have 
been—but are unlikely to be 
for much longer— we have 
tended to scorn bottem fish 
except for the flounder and 
the black or grey cod, Ameri- 
vans have been buying and 
liking the silvery ocean perch 
for about 20 years, but we 
didn’t wake up to his commer- 
cial value until 1957. 


Even now, most of our 
limited catch goes to Ameri- 
can tables, 


+. oe 


Among Canadians who have 
learned a good deal about the 
ocean perch is S. J. Westr- 
heim, a scientist working with 
director Dr. Peter Larkin at 
the Research Board of Can- 
ada’s biological station on De- 
parture Bay. 

In a reeently-concluded sur- 
vey, Mr. Westrheim spent 
three years studying the oc- 
curence and habits of ocean 
perch from the Bering Sea ap- 
proaches. to Cape Blanco ‘in 
Oregon, the limit of its North 
Pacific commercial range. 

While he sees no need for 


~ tmmediate alarm or depletion, 


Mr. Westrheim does point out 
that on the few banks where 
the ocear perch has been heav- 
ily-fished for, as off the Colum- 
b'a River and Cape Fiattery, 
it has become hard to catch. 

To this he adds a fact which 
strikes me as significant. On 
the few banks where the ocean 
perch has been heavily fished 
for, as off the Columbia River 
and Cape Flattery, its num- 
bers have grown scant. 

One day we'll need the tasty 
little fish which these Russian 
ships are currently garnering 
by the million, at the edge of 
our coastal shelf. I hope, when 
that time comes, he’s still 
there to be canght!

don’t know what to do." 

It could happen in any family 
in the district, he pointed out. 

“Tt is a sad commentary on 
society that a man should be 
locked in with criminals be- 
cause he is sick," 

Mr. Dudley said he knows 
there are no beds available in 
the psychiatric ward at Royal 
Jubilee Hospital. 

But somewhere in Jubilee, St. 
Joseph’s, Gorge Road, Mount 
St. Mary’s, Rest Haven or in 
some of the other private hos- 


pitals in Greater Victoria, there 
are surely some empty beds, he 
says. 

Surely in some places a man 
with a sick mind can be kept 
under supervision, he pleads. 

He said mental patients wait- 
ing transfer to Essondale may 
have days to wait until paper- 
work is completed and a police 
constable is available to take 
them to the mainland, 

Two of the jailed patients were 
expected to go to the mainland 
today. But that doesn’t remove 


the stigma of the jail—that stays 
with them, said Mr, Dudley, 

He says if earlier promises 
the provincial government for a 
new mental hospital in Victoria 
had been kept, it would have 
been built by now and the situ- 
ation would have been remedied, 

Health Minister Eric Martin's 
latest promise is for a start in 
January—but it will take two 
years to complete. 

“Until then, it appears we are 
going to continue to jail sick 
people," said Mr, Dudley,

| Dr. Sherman W. Day, Seattle, told delegates attending the 
| annual meeting at the Empress Hotel of the North Pacific 
Surgical Association that experiments with artificial gills had 
already worked on animals and had passed their first tests with 


“Unfortunately the artificial gill works well near the surface 
but, at present, is unable to withstand pressure at depth.” 
| Dr. Day said he was confident that the problem of finding 
a “gill” able to withstand depth pressures would be overcome

He made his observations during discussion on a paper 
presented by Dr. Frank C. Henry, Seattle, on pressure effects 


| on skin divers, sand hogs and surgeons. 


Dr. Henry had described the difficulties encountered by 
man on underwater forays, the problem of oxygen supply and 


the dangers of surfacing from depth too quickly. 

Leading the discussion, Dr. Day said once man could 
eliminate the necessity of ‘‘packing his environment with him” 
many of the problems outlined by Dr. Henry would be removed. 


| Dr. Day stressed that it was not a lack of oxygen in the

Dr. Day said many experiments had been carried out and 
that an artificial lung or gill had been designed from silicon

He said it took four square yards of the material to make 
a membrane suitable for man. 
“We have experimented with animals and found that with 


the artificial gill they can live below the surface indefinitely 
drawing their oxygen supply from the sea," he said. 

Dr. Day forecast that one day there would be a major break- 
through in “gill’’ design and that this would presage a new era 
for men who operate below sea level. 

The two-day session, last held in Victoria in 1959, ends this 


evening.

Hospitals Crisis 
Major Battle Field 


By PETE LOUDON 
For the first time in history the 167,000 
residents of the capital region will join next 
month in deciding a common problem by 
ballot — the crisis in district hospitals. 


From Sooke to Sidney, from Oak Bay to Lang- 
ford, in organized and unorganized areas on Dec. 11, 
167,000 people are being asked to speak as one com- 
munity with one voice. 

It will be the first test of the theory that work- 
ing together they*can accomplish what they have 
been unable to do efficiently, working independently. 


So far they’ve failed to provide hospital accom- 
modation to cope with a lower Island population that 
is adding 15,000 people—as many people as there are 
in Nanaimo—each year. ; 

There are often as many aS 1,200 persons 
waiting for hospital beds, 

Hospital planners say they need $13.5 
million dollars in the next five years to 
catch up, 

They say that unless the money is forth- 
coming, hospitals soon will be able to give 
immediate admitiance to emergency cases 
€ only. i 

Yet despite the seriousness of their plight 
Ad there is a growing feeling that the hospital 
E referendum is doomed te defeat before the 
first vote is cast. 
* * * 

On the face of it, it’s a simple problem. A stranger might 
marvel that there should be any question at all about an af- 
firmative vote for the hospitals. 

The people need hospitals desperately. In the coffers of 
governments—their governments—lies the peoples’ money. The 
federal government is ready to contribute if the provincial gov- 
ernment is ready to contribute, if the municipal governments 
of the area are ready to contribute. 

And that’s where the wrangling starts. 

A growing number of capital district municipal leaders are 
digging in their heels. They say they can only raise money for 
hospitals through taxing property owners—but they feel every- 
one who uses a hospital should contribute to its cost. 

They say the provincial government, which taxes everyone 
in a variety of ways, should pay most or even ail hospital costs. 
They point to provincial claims of unparalleled prosperity and 
declared surpluses in each budget. 

Provincial authorities say their present scale of contribu- 
tions is acceptable everywhere else in British Columbia and 
ranks with the best in-Canada. 

The people who run the hospitals and who are scared by 
the inadequate facilities want fast action. They say the only 
way to get it is by accepting the present scale of provincial 
participation.

NASSAU, Bahamas (AP) 
— The holiday cruise ship 
Yarmouth Castle burned 
from bow to stern and sank 
in the Atlantic Ocean today 
and it was feared 84 of her 
550 passengers and crew 
were carried to the bottom. 

The cause of the fire was 
not known. The U.S. Coast 
Guard said disaster struck 
so suddenly the Yarmouth 
Castle, built in 1927 for 
Nova Scotia service, went 
to her death in 285 fath- 
oms without sending a dis- 
tress call. 

Two vessels, the cruise ship 
Bahama Star and the Finnish 
motorship Finnpulp, reached 
the scene 110 miles east of 
Miami, Fla., shortly after the 
blaze broke out. But when the 
rescué operation ended, only 
466“fersons had been found.

Mr. Dudley said he knows 
there are no beds available in 
the psychiatric ward at Royal 
Jubilee Hospital. 

But somewhere in Jubilee, St. 
Joseph's, Gorge Road, Mount 
St. Mary’s, Rest Haven or in 
some of the other private hos- 


pitals in Greater Victoria, there 
are surely some empty beds, he 
says, 

Surely in some places a man 


‘with a sick mind can be kept 


under supervision, he pleads. 
--He said_mental-patients wait- 
ing transfer to Essondale may 
have days to wait until paper- 
work is completed and a police 
constable is available to take 
them to the mainland. 

Two of the jailed patients were 
expected to go to the mainland 
today. But that doesn’t remove 


the stigma of the jail—that stays 
with them, said Mr, Dudley,

Among Canadians who have 
learned a good deal about the 
ocean perch is S. J. Westr- 
heim, a scientist working with 
director Dr. Peter Larkin at 
the Research Board of Can- 
ada's binlovical station on De- 
parture Bay. 

In a recently-concluded sur- 
vey, Mr, Westrheim spent 
three years studying the oc- 
curence and habits of ocean 
perch from the Bering Sea ap- 
proaches to Cape Blanco in 
Oregon, the limit of its North 
Pacific commercial range. 

While he sees no need for 
{mmediate alarm or depletion, 
Mr. Westrheim does point out 
that on the few banks where 
the ocear. perch has been heav- 
fly fished for, as off the Colum- 
bia River and Cape Filattery, 
it has become hard to catch.

Dr. Henry had described the difficulties encountered by 
man on underwater forays, the problem of oxygen supply and 
the dangers of surfacing from depth too quickly. 

Leading the discussion, Dr. Day said once man could 
eliminate the necessity of “packing his environment with him"’ 
many of the problems outlined by Dr. Henry would be removed. 

Dr. Day stressed that it was not a lack of oxygen in the 
sea that forced man to carry with him or have available a 
supply of air.

“There's plenty of oxygen in sea water,” Dr. Day said 
“The problem is how to extract that oxygen from the sea." 

Dr. Day said many experiments had been carried out and 
that an artificial lung or gill had been designed from silicon 
rubber. 

He said it took four square yards of the material to make 
a membrane suitable for man. 

“We have experimented with animals and found that with 
the artificial gill they can live below the surface indefinitely 
drawing their oxygen supply from the sea,”’ he said. 

Dr. Day forecast that one day there would be a major break- 
through in “gill” design and that this would presage a new era 
for men who operate below sea level. 

The two-day session, last held in Victoria in 1959, ends this 
eyening.

NASSAU, Bahamas (AP) 
—The holiday cruise ship 
Yarmouth Castle burned 
from bow to stern and sank 
in the Atlantic Ocean today 
and it was feared 84 of her 
550 passengers and crew 
were carried to the bottom. 

The cause of the fire was 
not known. The U.S. Coast 
Guard said disaster struck 
so suddenly the Yarmouth 
Castle, built in 1927 for 
Nova Scotia service, went 
to her death in 285 fath- 
oms without sending a dis-

The 365-foot Yarmouth Castle, 
which sails twice weekly be- 
tween Miami and Nassau, left 


Miami Friday night, and was 


followed shortly by the Ba- 
h.ma Star. 

At 2:15 a.m. Brown said he 
saw smoke on the _ horizon, 
picked up speed and overtook 
the Yarmouth Castle. She was 
burning in the forward upper 
deck and flames were spread- 
ing rapidly throughout the ship. 

“We passed three lifeboats 
full of people and called to 
them that we would return after 
we got the passengers off the 
burning boat.’”
